ORDERS MOODY 
TO PROBE LEAK 
IN DEPARTMENT 

President Is Determined That the 
Guilty Statistician Shall 
Be Prosecuted. 

SAYS HOLMES IS A SCOUNDREL 

Roosevelt Styles Culprit a Greater Rascal 
Than if he Had Stolen Money 
from the Government of 
the United States. 


Oyster Hay.— President Roosevelt 
has determined that the scandal grow¬ 
ing out of the cotton-report leaks in 
the Department of Agriculture shall ! 
bo probed to the bottom. He holds 
that the man or men responsible for 
I the leaks are iu greater degree culpa¬ 
ble than they would have beeu had 
they stolen money outright from the 
Government. He proposes that As¬ 
sistant Statistician Holmes, against 
whom serious allegations are made, 

| shall be punished if it shall be found 
possible to secure his arrest and con¬ 
viction under present laws. 

The President has followed the 
work of the investigation conducted 
by Secretary Wilson with keen inter¬ 
est. The general results have been 
presented to him, together with such 
recommendations hs Secretary Wilson 
had to make. The President took 
prompt and decisive aotion. He re¬ 
ferred the matter to the Department 
of Justice, with instructions that it 
should be given immediate and care¬ 
ful attention, in accordance with 
that order Solicitor-General Hoyt is 
now making a thorough inquiry into 
the case. To re-enforce his formal 
order President Roosevelt wrote tho 
following pointed letter to Attorney- 
General Moody: 

My Dear Moody : 1 most earnestly 

hope that every effort will be made to 
briug Holmes to justice in connection 
with the cotton-report scandal. Please 
go over the papers yourself. The man 
is, in my judgment, a far greater 
scoundrel than if he had stolen money 
from the Government, as he used the 
Government to deceive outsiders and 
to make money for himself and for 
others. Sincerely yours, 

THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 

Jn response to tbe President’s let¬ 
ter, Attorney-General Moody replied: 

Dear Mr. President: 1 have receiv¬ 
ed your letter of July 12tb, and note ^ 
with care the anxiety with which you 
express the wish that Holmes, the 
offending official in the cotton case, 
be brought to justice if possible. 1 
have kept, through correspondence 
with the Solicitor-General, iu close 
touch with this investigation. It 
shall reoeive my most earnest personal 
consideration. 1 will not now ex¬ 
press an opinion, as 1 think it better 
to await the result of some investiga¬ 
tions now in progress in the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice. At the first season¬ 
able moment 1 will communicate pro¬ 
gress we have made and the prospect 
of indictment. 

Washington.—Harvey Jordan, presi¬ 
dent of the Houthern Cotton Associa¬ 
tion, Richard Cheatham, secretary of 
the same association, and Henry Hes¬ 
ter, secretary of the New Orleans Cot¬ 
ton Exchange, are in the city in con¬ 
nection with the probing of charges 
tbat the Government cotton statistics 
have been juggled for tne benefit of 
stook brokers. They say the two or¬ 
ganizations in every way possible will 
assist the examination of the charges, 
which is, being conducted by the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. 

Court Upholds Action of Maccabees. 

Port Huron, Mich.—Judge Law, in 
the Circuit Court, handed down his 
opinion in the case of Dan St. Clair 
Wineland of Pittsburg, Pa., against 
the Knights of Maccabees of the 
World, in which Wineland protested 
against the raise in rates adopted by 
the Supreme Tent at its biennial re¬ 
view in Detroit a year ago. Judge 
I Law dismissed the bill of complaint. 
The decision was based on tbe clause 
in the laws of tbe Supreme Tent gov¬ 
erning applications for membership, 
which reads as follows: “This appli¬ 
cation aqd tbe constitution and laws 
of the Supreme Tent now in force or 
that may hereafter be adopted are 
' made the sole basis of the contract 
between myself and tbe Supreme 
Tent.”_ 

To Be Launched Next Month. 

Washington.—Tbe battleship Ver¬ 
mont will be launched at tbe ship¬ 
yards of the Fore River Shipbuilding 
Company, Quincy, Mass., August 
31st. The Governor of Vermont has 
designated his daughter, Miss Jennie 
Bell, to act as sponsor. 


LAZINESS DUE TO TINY WORM. 

Tired Feeling of the Peoples of Tropical 
Countries Is Caused by Disease. 

Washington. — Some extraordinary 
statements are made in reports of the 
extent of anemia in Porto Rico. The 
subject baa been discussed in all lo¬ 
cal insular legislatures, but it seems 
no one has had the slightest idea of 
ravages of this disease until an offi¬ 
cial commission made an examination [ 
of conditions in tho island, conducted 
a clinic und formulated its report. 
The whole subject will be referred to 
Congress, with a request for a large 
appropriation for the puiposo of 
stamping out the disease in the i.-land. 

In its official report, the Medical 
Commission appointed by Governor 
Hunt and continued by Governor 
Wintbrop says: 

Until a general and intelligent cru¬ 
sade is begun, anemia will continue 
to reduce the white and mixed inhabi¬ 
tants forming tho country class of the 
island to a lower and lower grade 
[mentally, morally and physically, un¬ 
til tho existence of this class will lie 
threatened. 

In summing up the situation in 
Porto Rico, the Medical Commission 
finds officially that about IK) per cent 
of the rural population iu all parts of 
the island are affected by this anemia | 
and it is evident that, so large a num¬ 
ber of sufferers must affect the social 
and economic status of the country to 
a large degree. Tho affection is cura¬ 
ble iu a great majority of cases and 
certainly is subject to restriction by 
the observance of elementary hygienic 1 
laws and the treatment and care of 
those already affected. The course of 
disease is marked by profound anemia 
and degeneration of the vital organs, 
leading to chronic invalidism, which 
often results in death. 

The report shows the existence of 
an infectious disease which is trans¬ 
mitted from one to another Hiid iB 
probably responsible for the so-oalled 
laziness of the inhabitants not only of 
Porto Rico, but of most other tropical 
countries. As a matter of course, the 
doctors have found the bug which 
does the business. It has been devel¬ 
oped that the infection is caused by 
the preaonce of a small worn), the uu- 
ciuaria, in the intestines of the pa¬ 
tient; hence the scientific name of 
uncinariasis. 

TEARS UP RIVAL ROAD’S TRACKS 

Pennsylvania Company Destroys Wabash 
Switching System. 

! 

Pittsburg.—Open violence between I 
| armed forces is threatened in the bit¬ 
ter fight waged by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad against the Wabash system, ! 
ill an effort to prevent that road from 
gaining a permanent and valuable 
foothold in this city. Pennsylvania 
men have destroyed a switching sys¬ 
tem three-quarters of a mile long, 
connecting the Panhandle tracks with 
the West Side belt road, and costing 
$100,000. 

The work of demolition of tracks 
and grading connecting tbe belt line, 
which is owned by tne Wabash, and 
the Panhandle, which is part of the 
Pennsylvania system, was done at: 
night and thus the Pennsylvania had ; 
dealt another blow to the Gould plans 
for which Ramsay of the Wabash bad 
worked so long. The switches from ' 
the Belt line to tbe Panhandle bad 
been of advantage to both roads, but 
the Wabash is the greater sufferer 
from their destruction and what is to ( 
he done now no one here seems to 
know. 

That there can be any peace be¬ 
tween the two is out of tbe question 
[despite the reports of ‘‘community of 
interest” plans. 

Cannot Furnish Liquor to Indians. 

Seattle, Wash.—Saloon men selling 
liquor to Indians will be prosecuted 
under the State laws. Instructions 
have been received from the Com¬ 
missioner of Indian Affairs and the 
Attorney-General of this State has 
been asked to prosecute violations of 
the law. As a result of the recent 
decision of tbe United States Supreme 
Court declariug that allotted Indians 
are oitizens, it has beeu apparently 
inferred by some of the saloon men 
as well as the Indians that there is no 
' law prohibiting tbe sale of intoxicat- 
I ing liquors to such Indians. The 
State law tbat will be invoked makes 
it a misdemeanor to furnish liquor to 
Indians. _ 

To Improve Army Posts. 

Washington.—The chief of staff has 
approved the recommendation of 
Quartermaster Humphrey for the im¬ 
provement of quarters at the various 
Army posts throughout tbe country. 
For this purpose Congress appropri¬ 
ated $4,688,950.

Gibson and 
Stewart have retired from the Senate, 
as Indeed did Hawley a few weeks 
before his death. Those now over 70 
include both Senators from Alabama 
and from New York, and one each 
from Maine, Vermont, Illinois, Iowa, 
and Colorado. 

In this country we have been long 
familiar with the complaint that it is 
hard to get Americans to enlist In the 
navy or engage In the marine serrlco. 


On top of this knowledge comes the 
news from Canada that it has been 
found practically impossible to garri¬ 
son the fortifications at Halifax and 
Esqulmault with Canadian troops. It 
is probable that both in Canada and 
the United States the condition respon¬ 
sible for this reluctance of young men 
to enlist is the very condition of na¬ 
tional prosperity which both countries 
are glad to record. The industrial and 
commercial opportunities In America 
to-day are so numerous and widespread 
that very much more generous induce¬ 
ments than are now held out to young 
men. apparently; must be offered to 
persuade them to abandon the civil 
for the military life.

“died rich." Do you speak of a mar¬ 
riage, the first question Is, “Did she 
do well?” Always money, money, 
money! Is a child born Into the world, 
“Was It born with a silver or gold 
spoon in its mouth?” Is the first thing 
asked. And, according to the answer, 
predictions for Its future are either 
rose or gray. Always money, money, 
money! Men have died for it, lied 
for It, become criminals for It—ev¬ 
erything but remained honest for it 
And yet these shining words of the 
Holy Writ have not been blotted from 
the book which men love to proclaim 
tbelr guide and solace: “A good name 
Is rather to be chosen than great 
riches, and loving favor rather than 
silver or gold.” 

Dean MeCllntock of Chicago univer¬ 
sity says the value of play is not well 
understood, and that It Is "nature’s 
best method of education.”

They gestlcu- 
lat. They all but foam at the mouth.

business Is over there are too many 
otiler demands. If those men only 
knew it, they could do better work and 
more of It by lowering the tension. A 
little relaxation would help amazing¬ 
ly.

Vermont’s Only Remaining Forest. 

Preparations are under way to devel- ! 
op the most extensive tract of virgin 
timber In Vermont. The lauds contain : 
over 5,000,000,000 feet of spruce aud 
other valuable soft wood heretofore un¬ 
touched because of Its remoteness from 
the railroad. To reach the vast wild¬ 
erness In tlie southern part of the State 
the West Klver Railroad Company, 
which has just been organized, will 
build a branch from the Central Ver¬ 
mont aud an army of axemen will 
enter the woods next fall. It Is esti¬ 
mated that it will take twenty-five 
years to cut all this timber. This will 
be the end of Vermont’s virgin for¬

FOREIGN NEWS GATHERING. 

Four Great Agencies Formally Cover 
the Happenings of the World. 

Annually the members gather in gen¬ 
eral convention in New York nnd elect 
a board of directors of fifteen members. 
By common consent, the members of 
this board are chosen from different 
parts of the country, so that each im¬ 
portant division is represented. They 
are trained newspaper men, who bring 
to the discharge of their duties an inti¬ 
mate knowledge of the business and a 
high sense of responsibility. The board 
of directors in turn elect a president, 
ttvo vice presidents, a secretary and 
general manager, an assistant secre¬ 
tary and assistant general manager, 
and a treasurer, and designate from 
their own number five members to 
serve as an executive committee. 

The world at large is divided, for 
the purpose of news-gathering, among 
four great agencies. The Reuter Tele¬ 
graph Company, Ltd., of London, gath¬ 
ers and distributes news in Great Brit¬ 
ain and all her colonies, China. Japan 
and Egypt. The Continental Tele- 
graphen Compagnle of Berlin, popular¬ 
ly known as the Wolff Agency, per¬ 
forms a like office In the Teutonic, Slav 
and Scandinavian countries; and the 
Agence Havas of Paris operates In the 
Latin nations. The field of the Asso¬ 
rted Press Includes the United States, 
the Hawaiian Islands, the Philippines, 
and Central America, as well as the 
Islands ol’ the Caribbean Sea. Each of 
these agencies has a representative In 
the offices of the others. Thus the As¬ 
sociated Press bureau in London ad¬ 
joins the Reuter offices. The telegrams 
to the Reuter company are written on 
manifold sheets by the telegraph and 
cable companies, and copies are served 
simultaneously to the Associated Press 
bureau, the Wolff representative, the 
Havas men, and the Reuter people. A 
like arrangement obtains In Paris, Ber¬ 
lin and New Y'ork, so that in each of 
these cities the whole panorama of the 
day’s happenings passes under the eyes 
of representatives of each of the four 
agencies. 

But the scheme is much more elabo¬ 
rate than even this arrangement would 
Indicate. Operating as tributary to the 
great agencies are a host of minor 
agencies—virtually one such smaller 
agency for each of the nations of im¬ 
portance. Thus in Italy the Stefani 
Agency, with headquarters in Rome, 
gathers and distributes the news of 


Daly. It Is the official agency, and 
; to it the authorities give exclusively 
all governmental information. It Is 
i controlled by Italians, but a large mi¬ 
nority of its shares are owned by the 
Agence Havas of Paris, and it' ope- 
! ™tes in close alliance with the latter 
organization. 

Thus, if a fire should break out in 
Milan, the “Secolo,” the lending news¬ 
paper of that city, would instantly tel¬ 
egraph a report of it to the Stefani 
Agency at Rome. Thence it would be 
telegraphed to all of the other Italian 
papers, and copies of the "Secolo’s" 
message would also be handed to the 
! representatives, in the Stefani head- 
; quarters, of the Reuter. Wolff. Havas 
I a, *(I the Associated Press agencies. 

In like fashion, if the fire should 
j happen in Chicago, the Associated 
i Press would receive its report, trans¬ 
mit it to the American papers, and fur- 
I nlsh copies to the representatives of 
the foreign agencies stationed in the 
New York office of the Associated 
Press. 

Of the minor agencies the most im- 
| portant are the Fabri Agency of Mad* 

! r ‘d. the Norsky Agency of Christiania, 

| the Swiss Agency of Bern, the Svensky 
Agency of Stockholm, the Correspond¬ 
ent Bureau of Vienna, the Commercial 
Agency of St. Petersburg, nnd the 
Agence Bnlcanique of Sofia. 

But the Associated Press is not con¬ 
tent to depend wholly upon these offi¬ 
cial agencies, it maintains its own 
bureaus in all the important capitals, 
and reports the more prominent events 
by its own men, who are Americans 
and familiar with American newspaper 
methods. These foreign representatives 
are drawn from the ablest men in the 
service, and the offices they fill are ob¬ 
viously of great responsibility. They 
must be qualified by long training in 
the Journalistic profession, by familiar¬ 
ity with a number of languages, and 
by a presence and bearing which will 
enable them to mingle with men of 
the highest station in the countries to 
which they are accredited.—From Mel¬ 
ville E. Stone's “The Associated Press”

OCTOPUS UNCANNY THING. 

Cuttlefish Have Been Found with a 
Beach of Thirty-eight Feet. 

Of all the big game of the de ep sea 
that have been taken by man the cut¬ 
tlefishes are the most diabolical in 
shape and general appearance. I have 
handled and measured one that was 
38 feet in length, a weird, spiderlike 
creature with two nntennaellke arms 
30 feet in length. Specimens of these 
animals have been caught 70 feet in 
length, the captors fighting them with 
an ax, cutting the arms which seized 
and held the boat. 

Off the coasts of California and Alas¬ 
ka there Is a deep sea ally of this ani¬ 
mal-—a big spiderlike octopus that 
haunts the deep banks, preying upon 
the fishes most esteemed by fishermen. 
It Is found off the Farralones on rock 
bottom and at times the fishermen 
haul in their lines thinking that they 
have fouled a stone or rock so heavy 
is the weight, but when the surface is 
reached long, livid arms shoot above 
the wnter, seize the boat and the men 
nre forced to fight with knives and 
hatchets the weird, uncanny game that 
has a radial spread of 30 feet, its eight 
sueker-lined arras being 15 feet in 
length and possessed of extraordinary 
power. A specimen taken off the Island 
of San Clemente had a spread of about 
20 feet nnd gave the boatman a hard 
battle to sever its flying arms. 

Nothing more diabolical can lie con¬ 
ceived than tills splderllke giant of the 
deep sen, living among the rocks 000 
and 1,000 feet below the surface. An 
individual of moderate size which I 
kept alive displayed the greatest pug¬ 
nacity. The moment I approached it 
would literally hurl Itself at my arm, 
winding its long tentacles about it in 
a manner suggestive of what a large 
Individual might do. Indeed, Dr. A. 
S. Packard, professor of zoology at 
Brown University, says: 

“An Indian woman at Y’ictorin, Van¬ 
couver Island, in 1877 was seized and 
drowned by an octopus, probably of 
this species, while bathing on the 
shore. Smaller specimens on coral reefs 
sometimes seize collectors or natives 
and, fastening to them with their re¬ 
lentless suckered arms, tire nnd fright¬ 
en to death the hapless victim.’’—Met¬ 
ropolitan Magazine.

RULE FOR PAYMENT OF WATER RATES.

Sheriff Mansfield Buys Old Court 
House—Hogf Ranch Com¬ 
plained of. 

Last Monday the Supervisors open¬ 
ed bids for the sale of the old Court¬ 
house building at Redwood City, 
which must be removed at an early 
date. 

But two bids were received, as fol¬ 
lows: J. 11. Mansfield, £225; Rous- 
sell & O’Brien, £55. 

The bid of the Sheriff was accepted, 
and he was informed that upon the 
payment of the sum he was entitled 
to every part of the building with the 
exception of furniture and fixtures. 

It is understood Mr. Mpnsfleld will 
tear down the structure, aud use the 
material in a new building for com¬ 
mercial purposes. 

The Geo. S. Evans, G. A. R. Post 
of Redwood City, was given the usual 
yearly donation of £25 to keep the 
plot in the cemetery at Redwood City 
in order. 

Jacob Bryan of Colma appeared be¬ 
fore the Board and made a complaint 
of the condition of hog ranches near 
his home. He said they engaged in 
the practice of dumping large loads 
of refuse near dwelling houses and 
were entirely unmindful of the right 
of any one or the health of the neigh¬ 
borhood. The result, he said, was 
that sanitary conditions were very 
bad. He also said a neighboring 
chicken raiser regularly carts out 
loads of offal from slaughter-houses 
and allows the mass to decay and fill 
the air with disease germs. 

District Attorney Bullock said he 
had last week, in company with the 
Health Officer, caused the arrest of a 
number of offenders, and now that 
the practice was being again engaged 
in he would continue the war. He 
will visit the locality today aud take 
such steps as he deems necessary to 
protect the health and rights of the 
residents of the neighborhood. 

Last week Geo. H. Rice was em¬ 
ployed to expert the books of the iate 
Tax Collector, Frank Granger, and to 
arrive at a basis for the settlement of 
his affairs in order that the bondsmen 
may be released. 

He presented his report, showing 
between the time of the late officer’s 
settlement with the Treasurer and the 
date of his sudden death—which was 
only a portion of a mouth -he had 
collected the following sums- Li¬ 
censes, £1380; taxes, £1559. Total, 
§2939. This sum is in the bank to 
Mr. Granger’s credit, and the Board 
will make a request on the executor 
of his estate for the sum. This step 
is required by law to be takeu to pro- 
tect both the county and the estate of 
the deceased officer.

peace as well as Into the arena of war, 
then must the white men of the west 
look well to their laurels. 

The persistence, the patience, the 
self-sacriflee, the bravery, the energy, 
the adaptability, the Initiative, the ac¬ 
curacy of judgment, the power of dis¬ 
crimination—these traits of character 
displayed by Togo, by those whom he 
has directed and by those who have 
directed him, if turned Into the chan¬ 
nels of manufacture and trade as they 
have been utilized in war, will make 
of the despised yei.ow race of the east 
a competitor capable of rivaling if not 
excelling the best efforts of those races 
whose energy and ingenuity have been 
the drivewheels of progress and mod¬ 
em civilization. Japan has but just 
now discovered herself. She is in the 
self-asserting mood. She is the marvel 
of the present and the enigma of the 
future. 

Of a family of the lesser nobility, he 
was sent to England at the time when 
Japan was waking from her long sleep. 
There he was educated. There he 
drank in the ways of the Occident 
without losing in the smallest degree 
the nature of the orient. There he 
served on a training ship and spent 
years in a naval school. When still a 
lad, he went back to the Land of the ■ 
Rising Sun prepared to do his full i 
share in that marvelous transforma¬ 
tion which has changed Japan from a 
sleeping land of romance to a place 
among the great powers in a modern 
and progressive world. He was placed 
In charge of the Japanese navy yard. 
He watched and directed every detail. 

When the war with China broke out 
ten years ago he commanded a battle¬ 
ship and aided in bringing the Flow¬ 
ery Kingdom to her knees. He, like 
his race in general, accepted the vic¬ 
tory as silently as was accepted the 
theft by Russia of the benefits of that 
war. The indignty forced upon Japan 
by Russia and the powers of the west 
nt that time was met with scarcely a 
protest. Japan had not yet been 
awake long enough to stand upright 
and defiant In the face of her oppres¬ 
sors. But there would come a time. 

Patiently Togo waited. Patiently 
the people of Japan waited. But while 
they waited they prepared. The time 
came. Russia, domineering, aggres¬ 
sive and false, pushed the yellow men 
too close to the wall. Then came the 
blow straight from the shoulder. The 
world woke up. It laughed, while it 
cheered the island nation in its defi¬ 
ance of the great Muscovite empire 
which stretched its hnge bulk from the 
Baltic to the Pacific, all the way across 
Europe, all the way across Asia. It '] 
was the defiance of Ltlliput to Brob- j 
dlgnag. It was the coming out of Da¬ 
vid to meet the Goliath of nations. 

From the moment of that first blow 
In the harbor of Chemulpo to the ob¬ 
literation of the Russian fleet in the 
straits of Korea, from Port Arthur to 
Mukden, the yellow innn has known 
nothing of anything but victory.

Upon the 24th of April. 18(14, Gover- 
! nor Morton reconvened the legislature 
} of the State in order to obtain the au¬ 
thority to borrow $2,000,000 for the 
provisioning and care of the troops. 
He displayed the greatest energy in 
placing the troops in the field and in 
providing for their sustenance. 

He gave permission to citizens of 
Indiana to raise troops in Kentucky 
and he allowed Kentucky regiments to 
be recruited from the population of 
two of the southern counties of his 
own State. 

When, in 1S<12, the legislature of the 
State became Democratic, the Repub¬ 
lican members withdrew, leaving both 
houses without a (luorum. In order to 
carry on the State government Morton 
took the extreme measure, and one 
that brought him into the greatest 
odium, the appointment of a bureau 
of finance for the disbursement of the 
funds. They appropriated more than 
a million dollars. The Supreme Court 
condemned the proceedings of the 
Governor, but the State subsequently 
honored them as a war measure. 


Admiral Togo 


“The Battle of the Sea of Japan" is 
the name which Admiral Togo has 
given to the great naval fight in which 
Russia’s sen power was destroyed. So 
complete was his victory and so firm¬ 
ly has he established Japanese naval 
power in Asiatic-Pacific waters that it 
tna.v well be that never again will a 
sea fight of comparable magnitude be 
fought In the same sea and that this 
battle will indeed remain forever 
"the" battle of the Sea of Japan. Syeh 
an overwhlming victory for Togo no 
naval expert had dared predict. It 
will be the wonder and the study of 
coming generations of sailor men. 
Doubtless it has furnished material 
which will go far toward deciding the 
future of the battle ship and the tor¬ 
pedo boat. 

The Russian Baltic fleet sailed from 
Madagascar March 10, ordered by the 
Czar to retrieve the disaster of Muk¬ 
den by destroying the Japanese fleet 
and regaining control of the far east¬ 
ern seas. The fleet was sighted twice 
on its way across the Indian Ocean, 
pojestvensky passed Singapore April 8 
and arrived at Kamranh Bay, on the 
French Indo-Chiaa coast, April 14 . 
Here he recoaled his ships, overhauled 
them, and awaited the arrival of Rear 
Adblral Nebogatoff with the third di¬ 
vision of the fleet. Nebogatoff arrived 
May 8. and May 14 the united fleet

Rear Admiral Sotokichl Uriu, who 
bore the brunt of fighting in the great 
naval battle in the Straits of Korea, 
followed about the same tactics Dewey 
employed at Manila. Admiral Uriu 
was in command of the division of 
Togo s fleet which bore in and attack¬ 
ed the Russian ships under Nebogatoff, 
as a result of which the Russians were 
thrown into terror and thoroughly 
routed.

WHERE RUSSIA’S FLEET WAS ANIHILATED BY TOGO’S WAR SHIPS 


Rojestvensky did not even fire a shot 
at It. Sweeping on to the northward 
tlie Russian fleet attempted to pass be¬ 
tween Tsu Islands and the coast of 
Japan. His battle formation was child¬ 
ishly weak. His fleet extended in two 
long lines, the battleships in the east¬ 
ern column, the cruisers and lighter 
craft In the western. As he passed 
Ikl Island, southeast of the Tsu Isl¬ 
ands, Urlu’s squadron, which had been 
concealed In one of the deeply Indent¬ 
ed bays on the Japanese coast, dashed 
out to attack him. At the same Instant 
n cruiser squadron and a torpedo flo¬ 
tilla appeared In his pathway, and 
Togo with his heavy battleships and 
armored cruisers appeared from be¬ 
hind the Tsu Island and attacked from 
the west, Kamimura. in the meantime, 
coming up from the south. 

The Russian fleet was surrounded. 
Its battle formation was broken up. 
Of the thirty-six ships Rojestvensky 
took into battle one small cruiser and 
two destroyers have arrived at Vladi¬ 
vostok. A second cruiser escaped to 
tile Siberian const, but ran upon a reef 
and was blown up by its own com¬ 
mander. Three cruisers found shelter 


nt Manila, where they were Interned. 

Togo sunk or captured twenty-five 
Russian warships. Only the little 
cruiser Almaz and a few destroyers 
escaped to Vladivostok. Vice Admiral 
Rojestvensky, seriously wounded, was 
taken prisoner, as was Rear Admiral 
Nebogatoff. Rear Admiral Voelkersam 
and Rear Admiral Enqulst were killed. 
The loss of life was frightful. More 
than 5,000 Russian sailors were killed 
or drowned, and more than 3,000 were 
taken prisoners. Togo's battleships 
and cruisers escaped practically un¬ 
scathed, and he lost only three destroy¬ 
ers In the battle. About 200 of his 
men were killed and wounded. 

Togo’s victory has made his coun¬ 
try for the future securely Immune 
from all danger of wanton aggression 
by occidental nations. There is no 
safer nation In the world to-day, un¬ 
less It be the United States. Japan 
has no widespread colonies to defend 
ns has England. It has no weak bor¬ 
ders and hostile neighbors as have Ger¬ 
many and France. Only on the most 
serious provocations will any western 
nation quarrel with It, and then only 
perhaps if western nations are unani¬ 


mous ns to the rights and wrongs of 
the quarrel. 

Japan can easily use her power to 
her own ruin. That she will not go 
thus astray we may confidently be-

at Shanghai, and the whole fleet was 
reported at Saddle Islands, sixty-five 
miles away. On the night of May 25 
Rojestvensky, with a fleet of thirty-six 
ships, Including eight battleships, three 
coast defense ships, three armored 
cruisers, five protect oil cruisers, four 
hospital and repair ships, and thirteen 
destroyers, sailed from Saddle Islands. 

The morning of May 27 the entire 
fleet was sighted at the entrance of the 
Korean straits, steaming northward. 

At noon May 27 the fleet was pass¬ 
ing Tsushima Island, at the narrowest 
part of the straits, midway between 
Japan and Korea. There Togo gave 
battle. 

Togo's battle plan was as masterly 
as It was simple. He sent Kamimura 
with a comparatively weak squadron 
to the entrance of the Korean Strait. 


, Chemulpo, who is 47 years old. gradu¬ 
ated from the United States Naval 
Academy at Annapolis in 1881. He 
comes of a very old samurai family of 
Kaga, on the Japan Sea. llis govern¬ 
ment picked him out as one of the 
cleverest, most daring students of the 
Japanese Naval Academy and sent him 
to this country to study. Before he 
became rear admiral he commanded 
the cruiser Matsushima and the first- 
class battle-ship Y'ashlma, sunk a year 
before. During the war with China 
he was a naval attache at the Japanese 
embassy In Paris. Since his promotion 
he has been chief of the bureau of 
naval intelligence of the navy depart¬ 
ment. a part of the general staff of 
the Japanese war office. It was he 
who planned the great naval war game 
of 1903 which was reviewed by the 
Emperor at Kobe. Admiral Uriu's 
wife is a charming Japanese woman, a 
graduate of Vnssar, formerly Miss 
Nagai, sister of one of the most promi¬ 
nent merchants of the empire.

The boys may be interested to know 
that chestnuts prove a very profitable 
crop. Experts claim that an orchard 
of chestnuts will bring greater returns 
to the owner than an apple orchard 
of the same size, as the nuts are re¬ 
tailed on the street corners at about 
$6 a bushel, while the Italian who 
sells roasted chestnuts receives pay 
for them at the rute of at least $8 
a bushel.
